Recounted Successes and Fail- 
ures in the Handling of 
Crude Chemicals 

The McOiH Chemical Society held 
its regular fortnightly meeting lasi 
evening, and the large number of mem- 
bers and visitors were well repaid for 
their attendance. Mr. A. p. Robertson 
was the speaker of the evening, and 
the title of his paper, "Some Experi- 
ences in Manufacturing Chemistry." 
As chief chemist tor the 'National Drug 
and Chemical Co.. of this city, Mr. 
Robertson had many interesting chemi- 
cal tales to tell, and he delighted the 
members by recounting both successes 
and failures in the handling of crude 
chemicals. 

In opening the meeting, the presi- 
dent welcomed Mr. Robertson back as 
a McOill graduate and a member of 
the society, The speaker began his 
address by alluding to the attitude of 
his company at the time of the com- 
mencement of hostilities in Europe. 
This had been a conservative one, Ins- 
sofar .as branching out into new fields 
was concerned, and, as events proved,

one. The main difficulty which con 
fronted th manufacturing chemist at 
this time was the scarcity of potash 
in a pure state. Crude Canadian pot- 
ash had to be worked up Into either 
pure potassium caTbonate or hydrate, 
but usually a mixture of the two re 
suited. This material had to be used 
for the manufacture of iodide, and 
great difficult was encountered by 
the old method of preparation, due to 
the presence of silica in the potash. 
By first -introducing Iodine, however, 
Into the potash solution, then evapor- 
ating to dryness and fusing to decom- 
pose any iodate formed, it was tound 
possible to remove the ezcèss of potas- 
sium carbonate by the use of iron 

Another interesting case was the 
operation of purifying strychnine, 
when the fact was brought out that 
very specific conditions govern the 
ability of the operator to obtain good 
yieldsy>f the pure product The tem- 
peratur^of the solution, the concen- 
tration of the solute and the precipit- 
ant employed are factors which muBt 
be very carefully adjusted. The 
manufacture of pure atropine pre- 
scntedMuch difficulties that a satisfac- 
tory set of conditions was never ob- 
tained. 

The preparation of heroin hydro- 
chloride furnished an example of the 
care necessary in the handling of mor- 
phine and its derivatives. To obtain 
this compound It is necessary to, treat 
pure anhydrous morphine with ah ex- 
cess of acetic anhydride and the result 
is a dlacetyl derivative of a crystalline 
nature. This step in practice shows

The Purdue' University basketball 
team defeated the Ohio State Unlver 
sity five by a score of 42 to 20 in an 
Intercollegiate Conference A. A. con 
test. The game was faBt and rough 
with Purdue tosaers- excelling in 
speedy team play and accurate shoot 
ing. Eighteen men competed in the 
game, each coach sending in four sub- 
stitutes. The score was 20 to 7 in 
favour of Purdue at the end of the 
first half. 

Washington State College and Ore 
gon Agricultural College divided their 
two-game basketball series, Washing- 
ton State winning the first game, 31 
to 20, and Oregon A. C. taking the 
second, 36 to 31. 

Both games were hard fought and 
the issue was in doubt almost to the 
end. During the first half of the first 
game Washington State barely played 
even with Oregon; but the second half 
found them giving a better display of 
team work and basket shooting, with 
the result that they gradually drew 
away to a safe lead.

Dance Will Be Held by Junior 
Year in Co-operation With 
Students' Council 

The Junior Prom, will be held this 
year for the first time since it was 
forced to discontinue owing to war 
conditions. The Prom, was always one 
of the foremost social 'events of the 
college session, and it was with regret 
that it had to be stopped. However, 
the Junior Year are making plans to 
revive It this year, and it will undoubt- 
edly resume its old place among the 
college functions. 

It has been decided to hold the dance 
on Friday evening, March 14. This 
date has been decided upon owing to 
the fact that there were a multitude of 
other social events coming within the 
next few weeks, and it was thought 
advisable to give the etudent body 
ample notice. 

As in the past, the Juniors will have 
the preference in the allotment of 
tickets, and when the Seniors have 
made their applications the remainder, 
if there should be any left, will be sold 
to the junior years. The number of 
tickets to be sold for the dance will 
be strictly limited, as it is the inten- 
tion of the Junior Dance Committee 
that they should do away with any in- 
convenience caused by overcrowding 
the hall. 

The Juniors and Seniors will have 
to signify their intentions about at- 
tending, the affair at an early date, so 
that the Freshmen and Sophomores 
may be given plenty time to make ar- 
rangements for the dance. 

The dance will be held in the Union, 
as in former years, and will not be In- 
ferior in any respect to those held 
before the war. The subscription list 
for the dance has not been opened yet, 
but it ia expected that It will he ready 
within a few days and reservations 
may then be made. Should any mem- 
ber of the first or second years wish 
to be certain of getting tickets for the 
dance, they may make application be- 
fore hand for then and they will be 
attended to first when the few remain- 
ing tickets are ready to be distributed. 

The Students' Council is co-operat- 
ing with the Junior Year to make the 
dance a huge success, and in order to 
accomplish this they are running the 
dance under the" auspices of both or- 
ganizations. Owing to the fact that 
the Students' Council have joined with 
the Junior Year inputting on the 
dance, one of the informal dances 
originally planned has been cancelled.

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THE HOCKEY TEAM— AN APPRECIATION. 

As most of our readers are aware the Senior Hockey Team 
on Monday will play against the Victoria team, which has in its 
ranks «orne of the fastest players in the City League, and i3 well 
up in the standing of the clubs, having suffered defeat at the 
hands of Vickers alone. A win for the Red and White will 
jnean a good deal and will probably result in a three-cornered tie 
Jor first place, if the protests made against the Vitkevs team 
ere upheld. In any case the representatives of McGill are eager 
4o avenge themselves for their previous defeat by Victorias, on 
iwhich occasion they lost out by the odd goal in five, and to show 
»ace for all their superiority. 

All the players are full of confidence as to the result of Mon- 
Way's contest; but this does not mean that they are going to start 
out with any overweening hopes of an easy victory. They feel 
Ithat. given proper support, such as they have merited by the 
dîne work they have put in during- the last month, they will prove 
themselves individually and collectively the better team, if only 
by a narrow margin. 

Wc wish to put forward one more reason why the students 
should strain every nerve to be present at this game to cheer on 
the team. In the past it has been rather to harp upon the duty 
every college man owes to his representatives, but unless the un- 
dergraduate knows just what sort of men these are he is, unfor- 
tunately enough, apt to prove somewhat unresponsive to the ap- 
peal. We should like to state that the hockey team is composed 
of "good sports." 

Those who attended the game on Thursday night, when the 
college gained an easy victory over the weakened Shamrock?, ap- 
peared a bit disappointed that the regulars came upon the ice 
for only the briefest periods and left it for good long before the 
final gong. Some of the "rooters" would have preferred to see 
the "first string men" work hard from start to finish and pile 
up an chormous score, as beyond doubt they were able to. Most 
of us are familiar with teams of the sort that are not content 
with winning from a weaker organization by a comfortable mar- 
gin, but must pile on the humiliation by making an exhibition 
of their opponents. 

We may feel a certain pride in the fact that the Red and 
White does not belong to this class. Every substitute playèr 
.on the team was given a real chance to show his ability, and the 
"regulars" showed no disposition to "hog" the goals as they 
might have done. In consequence, the spares were permitted to 
feel that they formed an active part of the line-up and that they 
were doing something towards bringing the championship of the 
league to McGill. 

In an age when the old idea of "sport" as a means of culti- 
vating a spirit of amicable competition seems rapidly dying out 
in favour of the "win at any price" system, an action such as 
this should not, we think, be' allowed to pass without notice, 
j May the representatives of Old McGill always show the same 
'true appreciation of what is meant by "playing the game." 



It is not eefey to tall back the boy- 
hood days of a man who lived 350 
years ago, and few actual facts are 
known about the youth of Shake- 
speare. If only somebody had known, 
when he was a boy, what a great man 
he waa to become later, there might 
have been a record to-day of all his 
sayings and doings, lust as there is of 
Dr. Samuel Johnson's, thanks to the 
devoted Bosweli. But Will Shake- 
speare was doubtless much like other 
little EngUsh bo>B who lived at Strat- 
lord-on-Avon, so that we have to 
suesa at what he did from reading 
l ooks about the work and play of the 
.Sixteenth Century. 

Will Shakespeare lived with his 
father and mother, two brothers and 
two sisters, In a Queer old house with 
a gabled root and many small win- 
dows with tiny diamond-shaped panes 
of glass in them. His father was a 
busy man and an important one in the 
town, and, of coureo. his mother was 
occupied from morning until night 
with so many children to look after. 
Will was the oldest child, and tho 
others were all much younger than 
he, excepting his brother. Gilbert, who 
*as only two years younger. These 
mo must have been great companions, 
playing together in narrow Henley 
Street, on which their home stood, oi- 
ccpt in the winter, when they probably 
stayed close bcBlde the great kitchen 
fireplace. It is so wide and so deep 
that, on either side of the logs, right 
inside the fireplace itself, is a little 
seat. Will and Gilbert surely took 
these scats for their own, and 
crouched there snugly on winter 
evenings, watching the crackling 
roaring flames, and looking up 
now and then to the cold stars In the 
small patch of sky which was Just 
visible through tho opening in tho top 
of the big chimney. Any visitor to the 
Shakespeare house to-day can sit in 
one of these same seats, if he chooses, 
But Will's play days stopped somo 
time in the year 1571, when ho was 
seven years old, and it was lime for 
him to begin school. The Stratford 
Grammar School was only around tho 
corner from Henley Street, so he had 
only a short distance to go, if, indeed, 
he did attend that famous old school, 
as we have somo reason to suppose 
that he did. He would have climbed 
the outside staircase to tho schoolroom 
on the second storey— a long, narrow 
loom with tiny windows high up in 
the wall and oak, rafters and cross- 
beams holding up the high, peaked 
roof. It was filled with long benches 
and desks, arranged lengthwise In the 
room, and in front of them, a big desk 
stood on Buch. tall leg3 that the master 
had to keep his feet in order to see 
over it. All these things are quite 
true, because the schoolhouse is still 
there, but one has to imagine how well 
Will Shakespeare liked going to school 
there. I'm Bure that, on a May day, 
when the »ky was ever so blue and 
the trees and flowers never bloomed so 
fair, and all the birds were caling to 



him to come out and sing with them, 
he fsynd it just as hard to leam Latin 
verba as boys and girls do now; aren't 
you? Surely Shakespeare was recall- 
ing feelings of his own when he, so 
long after those school days at Strat- 
ford, wrote of 

. . . "the whining schoolboy, with 

his satchel, 
And shining morning face, creeping 

like snail , 
Unwillingly to school." 

The Stratford Grammar School boys 
learned Latin and, perhaps, a little 
Greek and arithmetic; they wrote 
"Old Ensli8h" characters or letters, 
which resemble the modern German 
Btript. But, before Shakespeare could 
do all these things you will say. he 
had to learn to read. Yes, and he was 
taught reading from such a curious 
book, called a "horn" book. It was a 
single leaf with printing on it, set in 
a fra-ae of wood and covered with a 
thin plato of horn, which one could 
look through, like glass. Usually it 
had a handle and, throuah a hole in 
the handle, ran a cord, to hung the 
book at the boy s waist. On this leaf 
or book were printed the alphabet in 
large' and small letters and a passage 
from the Bible. The Bible was then 
one of the tew books written in Eng 
ltsh, which Will Shakespeare evert 
saw! for there were not many books 
in homes like his, and English was 
not taught la school. This is all that 
anyone can be certain that he learned 
at tho Grammar School, but some 
think mat he muet have known 
French and Italian a little, too. One 
ot his London Wends. Ben Jonson, 
8 aid of him that he knew "small Latin 
and less Greek," but that tells us noth- 
tag of other things which he may have 

birds, as we remember 
were calling Will to come out of 
doors, so now watch him put away 
Sum grammar, with a sigh o re- 
lief, and clatter down the long stan- 
ce out into the spring "UnsMae, 
School hours were long in those days 
beginning at six in tho morning and 
lasting late into the afternoon 



sometimes the boys were given tree 
afternoons and there were frequent 
holidays. Will always ran as fast as 
ever he could to the open country, for 
nowhere are there sweeter woods and 
meadows than those about Stratford, 
with the river winding among them. 
What fun he had running in the moa 
dows, chasing the bright butterflies 
and gathering handtuls ot violets and 
daisleB, wandering through the cool 
woodlands carpetd with yellow prim- 
roses. All the flowers, and many 
more, too, he tells us of in his plays, 
showing how well he remembered and 
loved them all. He must have enjoy 
ed the out-of-doors better than most 
of the other boys, because he so filled 
hia poetry with glimpses of Stratford 
scenery. But he played games, too- 
some that you know— like hide-and 
seek, blind man's buff, prisoner's base 
tenpins, football, and other unfamiliar 
ones. Swimming in the Avon must 
have been popular in hot weather, 
while both boys and men liked to prac 
tlce with bows and arrows. Great 
matches in archery were held, as we 
have golf an* tennis tournaments, 
with many players. 

Then, a great day it was in Strat- 
ford when the players came to town, 
and no boy was more delighted than 
Will Shakespeare. Their first appear 
ance was when he was only five years 
old, but they came almost every year 
after that, and his lather was sure 
to take his eldest son with him to 
the play, letting htm stand between 
his knees, as he sat on the rough 
bench in tho Guildhall, or town-hall, 
the theater of that time. 

There were frequent, markets and 
fairs to interest boys, too, and festi- 
vals like May Day. with its flowers and 
ribbons, an.i dances around the 
"painted Maypole." There must have 
been trips, also, to neighbouring vil- 
lages, such as Wilmcote. Shake 
speare's mother's home, and Snltter. 
field, whore his father's brother lived 
All around Stratford, through the 
wooded district of Arden, the name 
of Shakespeare was common.

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THE SOCIAL BACKGROUND 

The Social Case Worker and the 



(The Public Health Journal.) 
At a time when the case worker is 
struggling to perfect a method which 
shall be really scientific, and place 
the work upon a solid professional 
basis, that work is under criticism 
from the radical section of the social 
reform forces. The criticism is based 
upon the fact that thé case worker, 
whose business It Is' to act the part of 
•octal physician for families that are 
socially abnormal, Is really dealing 
- with results rathewthan causes. To 
simply work at rehabilitating families, 
while the social forces at work under- 
mining the stability and formality of 
other families are constantly operat- 
ing, seems a futile kind of proceeding. 
Just as toe temperance worker was 
quite early forced to focus attention 
not upon the work of redeeming 
drunkards but of closing the saloon 
and dealing with such questions as 
over- fatigue and insufficient nutri- 
tion as casual factors la creating a 
demand for stimulants, so It is argued 
to-day that the social worker should 
focus attention, not upon individual 
cases of poverty and social maladjust- 
ment, but rather upon the conditions 
of society, Industrial and educational 
which are turning out this steady 
stream of individual families which 
have lost the power of self-helpful- 
ness. , 

Our friend the radical occupies a 
Btrong position, and performs an es- 
sential task in thus insisting upon us 
knowing where we are going, and 
what it is in the final analysis we are 
trying to do. The radical tells us the 
real problem 1« to reconstruct society 
and with this no sane individual could 
possibly have any quarrel. But the 
task of reconstructing society is not 
one to be accomplished over night, 
nor will It ever be accomplished by 
the fulfillment of a formula; and in 
the thunder of contradictory voices 
the modern man may be forgiven some 
confusion. 

It is the thesis of this article that 
the social case' worker has a very 
definite and valuable function to per- 
form and [hat, while the utmost at- 
tention should be given to those 
thinkers wfco would point out the ul- 
nate goal to be reached and thus 
give vision and interpretation to a u 
the striving, the chief business of the 
social case worker at the present 
time in Canada especially where social 
work is still In Its rudtmentary stage 
Is to develop a! technique which shall 
be really scientific and exact Case 
work may have Its limitation but it 
has written and Is still writing an 
important chapter ta the history of 
social procréas. One might Just as 
well find fault with the physician for 
treating cases which really have their 
origin m bad housing or Industrial 
conditions as to criticize the social 
worker for treating the socially mor- 
bid cases which often spring from pre- 
cisely the same causes. The phy- 
sician gathered facts, while treating 
his lnsolated cases, which led to 
drastic sanitation lawsr^The social 
worker may also heal his sick oh the 
basis of expérience gained under wise 
leadership as to the nature and re- 
moval of causes. s 

The term "case worker" as applied 
to social work, It of comparatively 
recent use and Is an expression of that 
spirit which is trying to make social 
work exact and accurate. The social 
worker of an older generation thought 
his task a comparatively simple one. 
It was to provide institutions for cer- 
tain types of dependent classes and 
to differentiate rigidly and sternly 
between worthy and unworthy cases 
of those applying for-reliet The worthy 



were those who had fallen into 
fortune through no particular fault 
of their own and were honestly doing 
their best to help their circumstances. 
The unworthy were frauds trying to 
capitalize the sympathy of a too-cred- 
ulous public. Such a naive attitude Is 
si course, only possible where there 
exists an almost complete lack of un- 
derstanding of the complexity and in- 
teraction of the forces in play upon 
any particular family and one can 
only wonder at the sublime faith In 
themselves of those social . workers 
who undertook to classify a' family on 
the basis of a Ave minute interview 
and to dole out soup and bread 
tickets accordingly. 

The case worker of to-day makes 
a careful study of each individual or 
family which has become dependent 
or delinquent, marshals the evidence 
from a wide variety of sources and 
on the basis of this makes a diagnosis 
of the case and marks out a certain 
line of action, designed not to tide 
the family over temporarily' but to 
bring it back to social health*, snd 
normality. In this process all the 
healthful and stimulating agencies 
are brought to bear. Very often no 
relief at all is given but only help- 
ful counsel and Information as to the 
sources which may be utilised in self- 
help. The social worker falls fre- 
quently but possibly has no higher 
percentage of fallu.es than the* med 
leal practitioner. The service to the 
community Is perhaps no lees im- 
portant, for Us net result when suc- 
cessful is to take a socially Incom- 
petent individual or family and, restore 
them to normal and useful life. The 
social value of the case worker may 
then by roughly tabulated as fol- 
lows: — 

1. The case worker sets as a kind 
of social physician trying to discover 
the real weakness whether of char- 
acter or circumstance, which has led 
the family into dependency. 

2. The case worker acts as an ad- 
viser and friend. 

S. The case worker cares for cases 
of distress. 

4. The case worker gathers detail- 
ed first-hand Information which la so

The task 
of the social cane worker at the pres- 
ent time is to perfect as rapidly as 
possible a scientific technique that he 
may do the better his present impor- 
tant work of formal re-habiutatloa 
with the full knowledge that the 
work is not entirely an end it itself, 
but if directed by vision and intelli- 
gence becomes part of that success- 
ful effort to make organized social 
life at once humane and Just. The 
ideal state comes not with observa- 
tion, nor by the fulfilment of any 
formula, but widens into longer areas 
•f life through effort which pursued 
In many directions is yet actuated by 
the single will to serve.

CANADIAN SEED FOR 
FORESTS OFSCOTLAND 

Dominion Government Has Seat 
Half Ton of Fir and

For use in reforestation in Scotland, 
the Dominion. Government has recently' 
shipped overseas half a ton of conifer 
seed, supplied by the Forestry Branch 
of the Department of the Interior. The 
seed was principally that of the Doug- 
las fir and the Sitka spruce, and was 
extracted from the cones at the ex- 
tracting plant of the Forestry BTanch 
at Indian Head, Saskatchewan. The 
cones were gathered in British Colum- 
bia. Small quantities of the seed of 
other conifers were included in the 
shipment, according to a statement 
made officially by the Forestry 
Branch. The process of extracting 
the seed from the cones is carried out 
in an apparatus whose operations are 
similar to those of a grain separator.
